happy Paſſage, with an Aſſurance to 
beſtow the fame on all thoſe who 


ſhould offer Sacrifice to God in Ho- 


nour of St. Foſeph, on the Day of 
his happy Departure, which theRo- 
man Church celebrates on the nine- 
teenth of March, the Greeks obſer- 
ving it on the twenty ſixth of Decem- 
ber, as Bayonius recounts in his Mar- 
tyrologe. Tho they differ about 


the 
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the time of his Deceaſe, yet they 
are unanimous as to the Feſtival 
of his Eſpouſals, viz, the twenty ſe- 
cond of January, of his Flight into 
Egypt on the twenty ſecond of De- 
cember, and his Return from thence, 
on the ſeventeenth of January.

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Amorrhean Kings Og and Sehon: But 
the Men of Gabaon addreſs'd Foſue 
in the Name of the Lord his God, pro- 
claiming to the whole Camp, Ve 
have heard the Fame of his Power, eve- 
ry thing he has done in Egypt, and to 
the two Kings on the ot her fide of 
the River Jordan Og of Baſan, and 
Sehon of Heſebon: What a glorious
